Coroxer's INQueer.—The Coroner yes-
terday held an Inguest on Letitin L. Lister, who
died trom the effects of ohloroform, ndministersd
by W. W. Slack, dentist, in Federal street, below
Hixth,

Dr, Slack testified that the deceased had
eallad upon him (or the purpose of having teeth
extracted, snd preferred inhaling ebloroform to
nitrous oxide gas; she sald she had taken ehloros
form before, and was not n'raid to take It againg
he administered chloroform in the usual man:
ner; the quantity wos small; he had glven twice
as much on other oconsions without any bad
effect: atter she had inbaled the chloroform,
und 88 he wns about to bezin operations, he
poticed slight gpiemodic movements and changs
of countenance, and lmmediately used every
effort to revive the patlent, but without nvail,
Dr. Black stated that he had been in the prace
tice of administering chloroform, when called
for, during seven vonrs, nnd had  assisted at its
ndministration five yesrs, without aceident,

Dr, Shapleigh testitied that he had made n
post mortem examination ol deceased, There
wat no disease of noy luternal organ; brain,
heuart, lungs, liver, ete,, were =ound; u &slight
eongestion of the Jungs aud brouchinl tubes
was observableithere was nothing to conflict
with the supposition that death resulted from
the use of chloroform; death might have
been caused by the chloraform adminiatered.
Dr. Bhapleigh sald that the best anwsthetic wis
nitrous oxide; after that, ether, und then
chlorolorm, 'i'llt.‘. latter had been oxclusively
used in the army during the late war, and was
perhaps almost as safe a8 any for general pur-
poses, It is preferred in practice, for its potency,
and because it doed not stimulate. Iu propors
tion as nesthetics stimalate, he thought they
were dapgerous. Some people were poculiarly
constituted, and might be more powertully
affected than others, Ho gave instances of ro-
bust pevaons being powerinlly affected hy com-

aratively harmless drogs. 1o Inthl cases of
inhalation, death resulted very suddenly, either
from asphyxia or stoppage of the heart’s uction.

The Yury gave a verdict that Letitla L. Lister
died from the etfects of chilovoform administered
by W. W. Sluck, at her 1equest, for the
purpoee of having some II‘-I'!ll extracted, and
from the evidence, the gnld cehloroform
given in & small gquantity, and in the usual
